Venzke said: “Slykhuls can do 4 
minutes 6 seconds any time he wants 
to, and he can do it without. half 
trying. If he wanted to break Gil 
Dodd's world Indoor. record of 4 
minutes 5.3 seconds, it would be at 
his mercy.” . 

Slykhuls is one. of a trio who are 
expected to take American _ titles 
back to Europe and thereby retrieve 
some prestige lost in the Olympics. 
Tho—others-are— Gaston. Reiff, _. of 
Belgium, in the three miles and 
Marcel Hansenne (France) in the 
1,000 yards. 

The Swedes, Ingvar Bengtsson and 
Erjk Ahlden are considered likely to 
be overshadowed in the mile and 
three miles respectively. 

Bengtsson, however, is confident 
that the championships will mark 
his return to top form. He chose 
again to oppose Slykhuis, who has 
beaten him consistently in their last 
few mectings, rather than go for 
.the 1,000 yards, in which his chances 
on paper would probably have been 
considered greater.
